ABOUT WHEELS FOR CUTTING PLASTIC 


The wheels listed in the chart below for TC1Q-P and 
TC2Q-P are recommended for cutting polyethylene and 
similar light density plastic materials. 


HOWEVER... 

different makes of similar pipe have varying hardness. 
The following comments are a guide, but selection of 
the optimum wheel for a TC3Q-P or a TC6Q-P Cutter 
is best made by the user. 


Relatively Light Density (PE) Plastics are best cut 
with the 30-40P wheels up to 6” wall thickness. For 


thicker wall PE (6° — 7/6’) and for 6° Sch. 80 PVC, 
Use a 6Q-P wheel (Standard Number 04198) 


Relatively Heavy Density (PVC 1120) Plastics are best 
cut with a 3-6 PVC wheel. This wheel is Teflon coated. 
(Standard Number 04194) 


For Less Burr on Medium and Heavy Density Plastics 
use a 30-40P or a 6Q-P wheel. Feed more slowly and 
avoid side pressure.
